Dr. Lampe Makes a Keen Legal Analysis 

St the Defendant’s Position Towards 
the Charges— How the Trial Will be 
Conducted—No Money to Remove the 
Presbyterian Exhibit From the 
World’s Fair—Biblical Inspiration. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—The eift of 
divine light and guidance in solving the 
question before the high court of the Presby- 
terian Church was the earnest plea of every 
prayer offered at the half-hour devotional 
meeting this morning which prefaced to- 
dar’s session of the General Assembly. The 
service was conducted by Prof. J. M. Coynes 
of Los Angeles, who read the first chapter of 
Hebrews. While the season of prayer and 
praise wasin progress the galleries filled 
with an interested throng who glanced 
_curiously at the several prominent persons 
engaged in the affair of the day. 

Col. Me ook of the Prosecuting Committee 
was the first of the leading figures to arrive. 
He came in by the way of the pulpit entrance 
and placed upon the table his leather bag 
containing the documents bearing upon the 
case at bar. His associate, Rev. Mr. Lampe, 
reached his seat just as Moderator Craig 
opened the assembly with prayer. While 
the minutes were being read, Rev. G. W. 
F. Byer, Chairman of the. Prosecuting 
Committee, appeared, carrying his familiar 
bag and took his seat. At this time Rev. Dr. 
Frazier of Newark was the only occupant of 
the Briggs table, but before the reading of 
the minutes was concluded the defendant, 
enveloped in d dark overcoat and accom- 
panied by Prof. Francis Brown of Union 
Seminary, entereu and prepared himself for 


the day’s session. 
THE WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBIT. 

After the minutes had been approved, Dr. 
Herrick Johnson, chairman ofthe Commit- 
tee on Columbian World’s Fair Exhibit,stated 
that the committee in view of the action of 
the Assembly was ina paralyzed condition. 
If the exhibit was to be removed from the 
grounds as indicated bythe voteof the As- 
sembly, the committee must be backed by 
the financial responsibility of the body. To 
remove the exhibit and return the subscrip- 
tions to the fund for installation would re- 
quire about $2,500. There was $1,525 on hand. 
After some discubsion it was voted to refer 
the matter to the Committee on Finance 
‘with power to : —

THE CHAPLAIN’S BOY. 


Fletcher Milburn Was Wayward and 
Reckless—The Blind Preacher Poor. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—It was late last night 
when the famous Blind Preacher. Rev. 
W. H. Milburn, Chaplain of the National 
House of Representatives, was informed at 
Jacksonville of the suicide of his son in Chi- 
cago by throat-cutting. Dr. Milburn ex- 
claimed: Poor boy! It is too bad!’’ The 
blind man, now in his 70th year, sitting up in 
bed by a pale light and learning of the tragic 
death of his son, made a pitiful sight. After 
a pause he said that his son was bornin New 
York, For several years Fletcher had led 
rathera wayward and reckless life and was 
addicted tothe habitof drinking and but re- 
cently had taken the gold cure at Denver. 

For sometime he had been engaged as a 
hotel cierk in Denver, but becoming dissatis- 
fied he applied to his father for his influence 
toward securing a position. The father has 
been trying to get him a governmental po- 
sition and to that end has written many let- 
ters while at Jacksonville. Despondency or 
anger at refusal of financial help by the 
father wasthe cause of the tragedy. The 
son was 30 years old. The reason given by 
the father for declining to send money was 
poverty. 

Mr. Milburn’s salary as Chaplain of the 
House of Representatives is $900a year, but 
out of this sum he has to pay his expenses to 
and from Illinois at the end and beginning of 
every session and to mamtam 
an adopted daughter, Who acts as his guide 
and accompanies him everywhere by reason 
of his blindness. 
Milburn has no other means of support ex- 
cept that derived from his conoressional sal- 
ary. Though originallw appointed during the 
speakership of Mr. Carlisle and the leader- 
shipof the latter, asa Democrat, Mr. Mil- 
burn was continued in office during the 
speakership of Mr.-Reed by the votes ofa 
number of Illinois Republican Congressmen, 
who joined with the Democrats to retain him 
chiefly on account of his affliction.

ANOTHER VICTORY. 


Sunday World's Fair Closing Advocates 


JUDGE sr 4 RESTRAINS. THE DIREC- 
ROM CLOSING THE GATES. 


He Holds That Congress Has Made No 
Law Compelling Sunday Closing—The 
Homeopathic’ Congress — The Fifth 
Week Opens Auspiciously—News of 
the Day at the Whits City. 


CHICAGO, May 29.—Judge Stein to-day issued 
a temporary injunction restraining the Ex- 
position directory from closing the World's 
Fair un Sundays. 

The decision was made in accordance with 
the prayer of a bill fled some weeks ago dy 
Charles W. Clingman of Chicago on behalf of 
himself asa stockholder of the Exposition 
company andasa citizen. The proceedings 
were in the State courts and were entirely 
distinct from the more recent case in the 
Federal courts, to which the United States 
Government is a party. Judge Stein held 
that Congress had made no law compelling 


Sunday closing. 

Immediately after reading of the derision 
Attorney Edwin Walker gave notice that the 
defendants would file their answer in the 
course of ten days, after which arguments 
woot be heard anda final decision ordered 
ater. 

When the Judge appeared with the roll 
containing the decision the court room was 
quite filled with those interested in the case. 
Ihe crier gave the customary rap and short 
harangue calling attention to the opening of 
the court and the Judge began reading his 
decision. He said the main points on 
which to decide this case were the Federal 
law involved, its moral aspects and the State 
law. In going over the Federal law Judge 
Stein found that in the act of Con- 
gress creating the Exposition 
was expressly provided that no 
rule or regulation conflicting with the State 
law of lillnois shouid be enforced Under 
this law the whole of Jackson Park should 
be thrown open to the public on all days of 
the week. Later, on Oct. 12, 1892, the ap- 
propriation then made by Congress 
provided for Sunday closing. The condition 
was accepted by the Commisioners and Di- 
rectors. This constituted a legal contract 
and thus far well and good—the gates could 
be kept closed legally 

However, the Court went on, ‘‘while it 
takes two to make a contract, it takes two 
also to break one. He said that while it 
had been shown that Congress had with- 
drawn from its agreement by with- 
holding a part of the appropria- 
tion, nothing to show that the 
Fair authorities had accepted the additional 
condition had been given in evidence, This, 
he said, left the matter in the hands of the 
Fair authorities. 

Touching the moral side, on the ground 
taken by the intervening petitioner, Charies 
H. 148 coat who asked for an order for 
Sunda closing, the court said that it 
could not consistently grant the petition 
asked. Howard had taken the position that 
this was a. Onristian government and that 
Christianity was a part of thelaw ofthe 
country.

Shs Is to Represent Discoverer Lief Erick- 
son at Chicago. 

New Tonk, May 29.—The 10,000 Norwegians 
of Brooklyn and the 2,000 persons of the same 
nationality who dwell in New York, rejoiced 
to read yesterday that the Viking ship under 
command of Capt. Magnus Anderson, has 
been spoken off st. Johns, N. F., and that all 
were wellon board. The good news incited 
the two committees todo some hustling, as 


it is the intention of the Norsemen to give the 
viking ship a right royal reception. 

It was originally inten@ed that the 
Viking should put mio New London 
but the Newport cottagers followed 
the lead of ex-Commodore S. Nicholson Kane 
and have promised to give the Norsemen 
such a hearty welcome that the committee 
has decided that Newport shall have the 
honor of first entertaining Capt. Anderson and 
his crew of volunteers. Thus both Boston 
and New York pilots have been instructed to 
hall the Viking if they happen to sight der 

and tell her skipper to point her nose toward 
Newport. 

Aftera few days spentthere the Vicking 
will be towed to New Jork. The keception 
Committee will chartera steamerto meet 
her at City Island, and Secretary Herbert 
will send a suitable faval vessel to escort the 
* an anchorage iu the Hudson River.

A 
large fleet of excursion steamers and steam 
yachts will accompany theship in the tri- 
umphant procession from City Island to the 
Hudson River.

The Viking will 
ship twenty Norwegian sailors in Brooklyn 
and will be driven along by thirty-two oars 
and her huge square sail. Aftera few weeks 
at the Fair she is to be sold to the 
highest bidder, the proceeds to de 
applied to the starting of a retreat for 
sailors in Norway somewhat after the fashion 
of our own sallors’ 12 Harbor.

We do object to the present 
system of wholesale robbery. For instance, 
I know of a man whociaimed that he was so 
seriously injured during the war that he 
should have a pension of $100a month. By a 
special act thig was givento him. Notwith- 
standing his severe injuries the Government 
finds his services so valuable now that they 
. him an important office and $7,000 a year 
* ‘Then there are men who never went to the

The Board 
of Council which held a session at 10 o’clock, 
an hour previous to the alliance, drew up the 
following World’s Fair anti-opening resolu- 


tion: ; 

Resolvee, That the Evangelical Alliance of St. 
Louis, representing about 80.000 Christian people, 
learning of the opening of the Columbian Exposi- 

ion cn Sunday, May 28, do hereby denounce the 
ame as being in bad faith, unAmerican, an outrage 
to Christian sentiment, and we recommend that, 
should the management of the Fair persist id keep- 
ing the gates open on the Sabbath, the people 
whom we represent refuse to support it by their at- 
temdance. 

When the resolution came up for action in 
the Alliance, Rey. Dr. Palmer, pastor of La- 
fayette Park.Presbyterian Church, moved 
its adoption, and Rev. John L. Sewall gave 
a hearty second, after suggesting that an 
additional resolution be appended 
to send copies of the protest 
to President Cleveland and Atty.-Gen. 
Olney. The Alilance accepted Mr. Sewall’s 
recommendation and passed the resolution 
without debate by a unanimous standing 
vote. 

Revs. J. Fleming, E. P. Keech, John 
Weston, D. M. Harris and J. T. Buck were ad- 
mitted to membership. Rev. D. M. Har- 
ris, editor of the Observer, was appointed 
to read a paper on Protestantism in Italy“ 
at the next meeting. The Bourd of Council 
reported that the members looked with favor 
on Rev. Dr. Tyrrell’s plans for the reforma- 
tion of the Alliance. The report was referred 
back for more definite action. 

THE INSTITUTIONAL CHURCH. 

Rev. John L. Sewall, who is the pastor of 
Central Congregational Church, read a 
very entertaining paper, entitled The 
Institutional Church.“ He said that 
the- aim of the Institutional 
Church was to provide additional lines, 
plans and methods of Christian wor It 
got its impulse from the masses and differs 
from the traditional church by additions, not 
by subtractions. He separated its work into 
departments, first of which is Relief. Sick- 
ness and sudden calamities among the poor 
are provided for on the principle that the 
needy wiil not hearken to the words of re- 
ligion as long as they are in pain and suffer- 
ing. Mr. Sewall instanced Berkeley Temple, 
Boston, which has a free dispensary and 
hospital annexed, and the Fourth 
Congregational Church, Hartford, Conn., 
which bas social rooms and relief corps. The 
third department is Diversion,” established 
on the theory that people must be turned 
‘from the sins of the world before they 
can de converted. The Tabernacle 
Church of Jersey City, acting on this 
theory, has established a 8 
A swimm K, a dase il park. 
music and free vocal cultivation for its mom - 
bers. The third department is that of In- 
struction’’ which st. George’s Episcopal 
Church of New York has followed out, form- 
ing a kindergarten, a manual training 
school and classes in dressmaking, millinery, 
typewriting and even in literature and art. 
| Mr. Sewall warmly espoused the system of 
the institutional church as against the old 
traditional church. He said that it is at 
work in many different cities and in various 
congregations. The new * differs from 
the old in the increased facilities which 
it offers for the spread of Christianity, for 
the main work in the traditional church is 
the main work in the institutional church, 
which makes the relief, the divertional and 
educational departments secondary to re- 
ligious Instruction, 

Among the results which had been accom- 
plished by the institutional church has been 
the revival of churches which had almost 
perished in communities from which their 
original constituency had moved. The char - 
acter of the church members has also improv- 
ed, and active workers have been enrolled 
outofmen who formerly were indifferent. 
Largely increased conversions have followed 
the establishment of the institutional sys- 
tem. Mr. Sewall said that the institutional 
church is destined to effect a vital 
contact between religion and philanthropy, 
**the daughter of faith,“ and he insisted that 
religious efforts which seek for men’s souls 
and are indifferent to their social needs will 
defeat their own ends. is ec- 
clesiasticism and 
that men hate, 
thought it a pity that many churches which 
bave a great deal of show but no results for 
their work were not put in the handsofa 
receiver and made to pay a dividend on the 
investment. He recited the ‘‘pious’’ 
phrase: We need more of the power 
of the Holy Ghost, and said that this kind’ 
of people needed this and something else, for 
many people waste time in asking (od to do 
for them in their indolence what they couid 
do for themselves. He pictured a bright future 
for the institutional church and portrayed it 
as the force whichis to stop the retreat of 
the churches from the masses.

Jefferson Davis’ Remains En Route to 
Their Last Resting Place. | 


GRAY COATS TURN OUT TO HONOR THEIR 
OLD LEADER. 


The Catafalque Is Borne in a Oar With 
Glass Sides— The Scene at Beauvoir— 
Veterans, Women and Children Pay 
Tributes of Flowers—At Scranton and 
Mobile. 


MOBILE, Ala., May 29.—As the funeral train 


‘bearing the remains of Jefferson Davis pulled 


out of New Orleans last evening crowds ap- 
peared at every street corneron both sides 
of the track until the corporate limits were 
passed. : 

As soon as the cortege reached the open 
country and got under speed the military 


part ot the escort laid aside arms and uni- 


forms except that the veterans kept on their 
gray coats ready totake turns in standing 
guard over the casket. At every station 
crowds were assembled; gray-headed old 
soldiers and ladies and children with flowers 
being prominent features. 

At Beauvoir, Mr. Davis’ old home, the track 
and station platform had been carpeted with 
the most beautiful and fragrant snow-white 
r hododendrons. The little children of Beau- 
voir thus paid their tribute to the memory of 
one ose declining years had been passed 
at that place. It had been expected that the 
escort would have time to visit the Davis 
residence, but the stay was too short for this 
purpose. Gen. and Mrs. Joseph R. Davis 
boarded the train and gazed upor the heau- 
tiful decorations which surrounded the cata- 
faique. They were accompanied by their 
little girl. Several large floral tributes were 
at Beauvoir. One was a wreath of 
cypress which Mrs. 8. T. Green, nee 
Morgan, of Mississippi had brought 
all the way from her present home, 
Calusia, Cal., with the exception of one 
wreatti of white immortelles, with C. G. 
A. and Augusta, Ga., on it in red flow- 
ers, the memorial tribute of the old Confed- 
erate soldiers of that city. There were no 
floraltokens onthecasket outside of those 
ofthe Loulsiana veterans andthe ladies of 
New Orleans till Beauvoir was reached, But 
if otfier points contribute as well in that re- 
spect it will take one car for the flowers. 
The rich uniformsof the staff of the Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, heavily laced in gold, 
every officer being in full dress, 
and the gray uniforms of the men 
of the Unitea Confederate veterans, 
the badges and buttons of other 
veterans, most ofthem worn with a red and 
white ribbon and the familiar gray slouch 
hat, make the cars present a striking ap- 
pearance. The grave and dignified appear- 
ance of the veteran escort is particularly 
noticeable. Generals, colonels and privates 
have the air of performing a sacred duty, 
and each bears equally his turn in standing 
guard. It was rather a curious thing to see 
an ex-Confederate Major-General with paper 
and pencil telling off his guards and a tall 
soldierly-looking, gray mustached Colonel 
com posedly receiving notice to act as a pri- 
vate soldier. 

At zo clock a. m., at Scranton, Miss., Ma]. - 
Gen. Whiting and staff had their car attached 
to the train, and a special bearing Governor 
Jones and staff joined the Davis train. The 
run over from New Orleans was a guick but 
very dusty one, but all were pleased with the 
way the train was handled by Supt. Marshall, 
who was on board personally superintending 


its movement. 

At Mobile the Semmes Camp, Confederate 
Veterans, were drawn up 200 strong on the 
platform with the camp-flag floating in the 
breeze, while the. battery of the Alabama 
State Artillery fired a salute of twenty guns. 
There was a great crowd there to welcome 
the train,and fully 1,000 people took what 
view they could of the casket. 

No one was allowed to enter the car, as it 
was manifestedly impossible that all could 
be admitted. The train pulled out for Mont- 
gomery at 12:20 a. m. 


SURRENDERED BY LOUISIANA. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 29.—The remains 
of ex-President Jefferson Davis were started 
to their final resting-place at 8 o’clock last 
night. Early yesterday morning the crowds 


commenced to pour into Memorial Hall, 
where the body lay ln state with a guard of 
honor watching over it. At 4:30 the stream 
of visitors was stopped and only members of 
the Davis famfliy, distinguished citizens and 
veterans of the lost cause were permitted to 
remain for the final ceremonies. Many,how- 
éver, who had earned the right to be present 
were Darred out by the narrow limits of the 
spacein the building. After Miss Winnie 
Davis, her sister, Mrs. Haynes, and other 
members of the family arrived Gov. Foster 
detivered an addressin which he reviewed 
the dead’s character and surrendered to Rich- 
mond the remains of the man who had beea 
the idol of the South. The start for the fu- 
neral train was then made with eight ex- 
Confederates actng as pall-bearers. The 
train consists of a Daggage-car, a chair-car, 
the funeral car, the superstructure of which 
is made of glass, that the catafalque may be 
seen along the route, four sleepers and a 
a private car for Miss Davis and other rela- 
tives. Alarge civic and military escort ac- 
companied the remains.

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JEFFERSON City, May 29.—Messrs. Harber 
and Knight of Trenton, Grundy Co., the at- 
torneys for the defense in the case of the |

ago, are in trouble. When the case 
came up in the Supreme Court last month, 
the Attorney-General thought he had reasons 
to belleve that the transcript and bill of ex- 


ceptions had been fraudulently altered, some 


of the most material evidence be- 
ing extracted and the less dam- 
aging inserted. He therefore asked that 
the submission de set aside unt 
the transcript and bill of exceptions could 
be verified, and if —— eorrected. The 
court Issued an order to Judge man, the 
trial Judgé, to exf — into the matter and 
from all the a ence he could 
and from his own knowledge perfect the 
documents. To-day the clerk of the Supreme 
Court recelved judge Goodman’s report 
together with the corrected transcript. He 
reports that he found upon inyestigation 
many pages of typewritten testimony had 
been taken out of the original tran- 
exceptions, and 
; matter had 
Inserted in testimony of 
as many as eight important witnesses. He 
further says that the bill of exceptions was 
forged, mutilated and altered both before 
and after tt was signed. Thisreport is based 
upon his own knowledge of the case and the 
amdavits of T. M. Bresnehen, Prosecuting 
Attorney of Linn County; C. 0. Bigger, ex- 
Prosecuting Attorney of Linn County; James 
Hall, the grandfather of little Nettie Hall, 
whose body was identified, and Mrs. Vandl- 
er. 

Knight swears that he changed it before it 
was signed by inserting matter that he knew 
was false and extracting that which he knew 
wastrue. Mr. Harber testified that when he 
briefed and argued the case in the Supreme 
Court he knew. that it did not con- 
tain the true testimon of the wit- 
nesses. Harber and Knight both testify 
that they were present atthe trial before 
Judge Goodman, when Howell was con- 
victed, and that they heard the witnesses 
identify the dead body of Nettie Hall, proving 
the corpus delicti, that when the case was 
briefed and argued inthe Supreme Court by 
them they knew that testimony had been 
taken from the bills of exceptions and the 
transcript. The ease as it stands is most 
serious for the orneys for the defense, as 
there is no doubt that they will suffer for 
their unprofessional conduct.

Confirmation of the Reports That Have 
Been Sent From Africa. 


A ROMANCE IN THE EXPLORER’S CAREER 
WHILE HE WAS IN TURKEY. 


a 


How He Loved and After Many Years 
Married a Magyar Girl in Constanti- 
nople— He First Met Her in His School 
Days and Next gaw Her in a Turkish 
Harem. 


A cadlegram from Brussels last Saturday 
stated that the Governor of Stanley Falls, in 
the Congo Free State, had received a letter 
from Roscid Ben Mahammed, in which the 
writer said that there is now no doubt that 
Emin Pasha is dead, that he was killed by 
Arabs. About thirty days ago a dispatch 
from Zanzibar announced that Tippo Tibd’s 
son had confirmed the statement made in a 


Gispatch from another part of Africa to Ber- 

lin that Emin Pasha was murdered last De- 

— by the savage Manyemas on the Ituri 
ver 

These tworeports seem to be authentic, 
and according to the cable are so accepted in 
Brussels by those who usually: keep 
close abreast of events in Africa, 
Emin was a German born 
Jewish parentage in Silesia, 
name, before he became a sur 
army of the Turkish Sultan was hnitzer— 
plain kdward Schnitzer—but history knows 
himas Emin Pasha, patentee. explorer, sol- 
dier and Governor ofan African province. 

Newspaper readers are tolerably familiar 
with the chief events of Emin’s life, es- 
pecially that chapter of history which has to 
do with bis rescue“ by Henry M. Stanley; 
but there is a little romance in the early ca- 
reer of Emin which has not been n 
printed. This story is that while goin 
schoolin Hungary young Schnitzer fel 
love with a Magyar girl of his own age. n 
leaving school he went to Berlin, studied 
medicine and took high honors. He did not 
feelany impulse to settle down in life, and 
while still a young man, set out for the East, 
meaning to study Oriental languages. 

After he had resided in Turkey some years 
he made the acquaintance of Ismail Pasha, 
not the ex-Knedive, but a famous Turkish 
soldier, who held the Governorship of 
Scutari. He became the Pasha’s intimate 
friend and family physician. One. day 
Ismail, overcoming, in the extremity of the 
hour, the prejudice of the Turk, admitted 
the young German doctor into the harem to 
atte on his wife, whoseemed sick unto 
death. Schnitzer discovered in the patient 
the Hungarian girl to whom, in boyhood, he 
— 8 his heart and whom he still fondly 

oved. 

In course of time dy one of those boule- 
versements common enough in the career of 
lurkish officials, Ismail Pasha was deposed 
from his governorship and carried off to Tre- 
bizonde, where he was! ina dungeon. 
Schnitzer, then in his 80th year, took charge 
of the young wife, andthetwo proceeded to 
Constantinopie, where Sschnitzer devoted 
himself to the task of obtaining the pardon 
and release of his old patron. This was 
brought about after along delay, Ismail 
Pasha being taken into — again and made 
governor of Janini in Alban 

He did not loag survive the horrors of his 
imprisonment, andon his death, Schnitzer, 
for the first time, confessed his love to the 
Hungarian, and in 1875 married her at Con- 
stantinople. That nothing should be needed 
to the completeness of the domestic tragedy, 
she died in childbirth, and Schnitzer, who 
hed now assumed the name of Emin, deter- 
mined to bury himself in the wilds of the 
Dark Continent. 

However exact this story may be, it is true 
that soon after Emin was appointed a sur- 
geon in the Turkish army he was sent to 
Egypt and was appofnted by Gen. Gordon 
Surgeon-General of his army. 

In 1878, Emin was made Governor-General 
of the Equatorial Provinces of Egypt, with 
the title of Bey. Afterwards he was pro- 
moted to Pasha, which is an honorary title 
only conferred upon officers of high rank 
and who find special favor in the eyes of the 
Sublime Porte. 

He set out at once for his provinces. They 
were in a terrible condition, overrun by 
Slave-tracers, who kidna ped and sold the 
natives. In less than three years Emin 
drove out the slave-traders. As the result of 
his energy and quick grasp of the situation 
these provinces, which had cost the Govern- 
ment nearly ,000 a year, were able to send 
in 1882 and thereafter an annual surplus to 
|Calroof $40,000. This change was brought 
| about by teaching the natives to become pro- 

ucers. 

Agriculture was develoved, the whole 
country was made safe, efficient men were 
appointed to office and the natives became 
generally civilized. 

Th slave-traders, who had been Gordon's 
bitt mies in the territory surrounding 
Emin, Caused him the greatest trouble. The 
King of Unyoro remained faithful 40 Emin, 
but in Uganaa a king came to the throne. 
who, hostile to the missionaries, imprisoned 
Emin in his own country. From 1882 for four 

ears he was cut off from the outside world. 

n 1880 negro runners succeeded in bringing 
Setters from him, 

He had an army of 1,500 soldiers, with ten 
Fgyptian, fifteen negro and twenty Coptic 
officers. His ammunition was giving out. 
Emin could have — but he has been 
credited with an unwillingness to leave the 
women and children to their fate. He said 
ifa relief force should be sent to him it would 
save his life and prevent his provinces from 
2 into barbarism. 

hen it was that Stanley started on his 
historic search for Emin and finally brought 
him and such of his people as chose to follow 
Emin safe to Zanzibar. 

Mr. Stanley afterwards had much to say 
respecting what he termed Emin Pasha’s 
indecision and his vacillating nature.

QUEEN WILHELMINA. 


Hol'ard’s Youthful Ruler Dying of Con- 
sumption— The Country’s Future. 

The cable brings the news from the Hague 
that little Queen Wilhelmina is so ili that her 
life is despaired of. Her death might worka 
great change in the future of the Nether- 
lands. it would end the Nassau-Orange 
dynasty, and might result in either Germany 
or France acquiring the country as a prov- 
ince. Prussia would like to absorb Holland 


as a German State, and France can claim 
some right to the little kingdom as a com- 
pensation for Elsass- Lothringen, particular- 
ly asthe province of Lothringen was for- 
merly part of the Netherlands. Another idea 
which had been broached is the union of the. 
entire Netherlands district, including Bel- 
gigm, asa republic; but there is no love lost 
between the Helgians andthe Dutch, and the 
States-General of Holland (the Parliament) 
would probably never consent to this. 

The Monarchy of the Netherlands includes 
not onlyjHolland but its colonial dependencies 
in South America and the East and West 
Indies. These colonies are both rich and ex- 
tensive, covering an area of 800,000 square 
miles and containing a population of more 
ome 27,000,000, six times, that of Holland 

self. 

Wilhelmina is not yet 138, her birthday fall - 
ing on Aug. BI. and her full name is Wilhemina 
Helena Pauline Maria. 

The youthful Dutch Queen is the daughter 
of William III., who died on Nov. 23, 1890, 
and of Emma Adelaide W ilhelmina, Princess 
of Waldeck-Pyrmont. Her father was the 
last descendant in the direct line of one of 
the most famous families in Europe, the 
House of Orange - Nassau, which has given to 
history three splendid figures: William the 
Slient, the first Stadtholder of the Dutch Re- 
public; bis son Maurice, and William II., who 

ecame also King of England 

The older branch of the house of Nassau 
has nothing whatever to d0’'with the throne 
of Holland, the sole right being established 
in the younger branch, founded as long ago 
asthe middle of the "thirteenth century, in 
. person of Count Otho ot Nassau- Siegen, 
etc 
|, The Netherlands Provinees came into the 
family by marriage in 1404, and a century 
later the principality of Orange was added 
by marriage to the power of the family, es- 
taDlishing the Nassau-Orange line which, 
undergoing many changes of dominion dur 
ing the very changeable history of the Ne- 
therlands, secured from the older branch of 
the family the sole right of succession by 
formal treaty on June 30, 1783, and was estab- 
lished permanently on the Dutch throne by 
internal arrangement and foreign acquies- 
cence in 1813, the formal confirmation dating 
from Dec. 6 of that year. 

To make thissuccession assure as possi- 
ble it was made to include the feminine line, 
March 29, 1814. The titleof Kingof the Ne- 
therlands was introduced March 16, 1815, and 
on Aug. 2, 4684, more than sim years before 
the death of King William III., whose health 
at that time was ruined, the act establishing 
the succession in the feminine line was 
formally confirmed, in order to revent 
complications on the king’s death, his only. 
child being young Queen lihelmina. 

From her early childhood Princess WII 
helmina has been trained to prepare her for 
her royal duties. She has been carefully ed- 
ucated under an English governess, having 
been required to master the English and 
French languages as well as the Dutch. 

Queen Emma, the mother of Wilhelmina, Is 
regent and guardian of the little Queen. The 
Queen Regent opens Parliament and per- 
forms all the duties of the sovereign, signing 
all State papers in the name of her little 
daughter, the Queen. 

The littie girlis addressed as ‘*Mevrouw’’ 
(equivalent to Madame) by the household, 
and takes precedence of her mother, sitting 
at the head of the table,and taking the place 
of honor in the carriage when she 1s able to 
ride, which is almost always shared by her 
favorite doll, She is said to be suffering 
from consumption.

_ While the race characteristics of these folk 
will require many generations in which to 
undergo radical change, their conditions 
and environment are in the main entirely 
different from those in which Crabbe, Hoy - 
land, Borrow and Simson found them and of 
which they wrote. In other words, there is 
to-day little or nothing in book literature al- 
together true of British Gypsies. Of the four 
standard authors named, Borrow was the 
most romantic; Simson the most inexorably 
true, Yet both write of a time end a 
merripen or Gypsy life which, 
with few exceptions, has wholly 

passed awar. These exceptions comprise the 
poorest English and Scottish Gypsies of to- 
day; some families inthe nortu of England 
whose members have continued almost liter- 
ally the old form of wandering life by the 
roadside—the tinkering, the dickering, the 

Gukkering or fortune-telling and often the 

tiny sales of delft and tinware, content with 
a **‘whummelied’’ or upturned cart for a roof 
in summer, and any sort of a town tenement 
in winter; the tiny, straggling bands in 
Devonshire and Cornwall, where there has 
deen little change in all social conditions for 
the past fifty years; the few remaining Gyp- 
sies of Perthshire, Aberdeenshire and the 
Highland districts of Scotland; and the Gyp- 
sies of Wales, where is found the most primi- 
tive and idyllic form of Gy psy life yet remain- 
ing in Britain. The Welsh Gypsies rarely 
leave Wales, All Welsh people are fond of 
them; and they are almost as much an inte- 
grail part of the concrete rural social struc- 
ture as are the Welsh people themselves. 

The factis that British Gypsies, as well as 
our American Gypsies, hundreds of whom I 
could name who are worth from $20,000 to 
$100,000 in landed property, have, during the 
past quarter. of a century, developed are- 
markadle ability for certain lowly kinds of 
trade. These have been a natural out- 
growth in most instances or the petty way- 
side dickering of less fortunate times, but 
they are still pursuits requiring the exercise 
of good thrift and judgment and ofa genu- 
ine probity that make the Gypsy middleman 
welcome both where occasional credit is 
necessary and among his countryside cus- 
tomers. Inthe main they are van-dwellers

in the summer time, as, with us, traveling 


certain well-defined routes and purveying in 
Villages and even in the outskirts of towns 
and cities articles whose annual aggregate 
value amounts to a stupendous sum. 

Their cavalcades at the outset may com- 
prise one or more vans. These are, briefly 
described, tiny houses upon wheels. They 
are drawn by donkeys, or often by broken 

don city tram horses which the Gypsies get 
in the cities fora song, and which with care 
are finally transformed into excellent cattle. 
Following these may be three or four, ora 
half dozen, little donkey carts, after the 
fashion of the costermongers’ city carts. 
These will hold the real resources of the 
band, An examination of the latter would re- 
veal almost enough material in quantity, 
certainly enough in variety, to stock a little 
country store. 

This stock in trade has not been picked up 
at random. In the London Whitechapel dis- 
trict there are great store-houses of ‘‘trav- 
elers’ goods. Their owners, whol find in- 
clude wealthy Gypsies, could not continue in 
business without the Gypsies’ trade. The 
goods handled are somewhat similar to our 
American ‘‘bargain counter’’ odds and ends, 
especially in tinware and meta! goods, nard- 
ware, crockery, cheap ollcloths and house - 
hold knick-knacks, with the coarsest beads 
and gilded jewelry. It would bea revelation 
to ordinary English tradesmen to real- 
lune the enormous quantities of stuff 
annually disposed of in this man- 
ner throughout England. Scotland 
and Wales, and the integrity of these Gypsy 
wanderers where they ask and receive credit 
tor their supplies, as they oftendo. Smaller 
„Travelers Goods’’ stores may be found 
near the Bull Ring in Birmingham, where 
carts may be refilled in their lazy journey- 
ings; but small shipments from time to time 
are forwarded by rail from London. 

I have friends in the fruit and nut trade in 
the Drury Lane quarter of London who have 
supplied Gypsies in all parts of the provinces 
for the past twenty years. Half of 
this trade is done on credit, and the 
_ fruiterers all inform me they have never lost 
a penny at the tands of their thou- 
sands of Gypsy small customers. All these 
goods, fruits and nuts, are hawked in little 
villages and sold at fairs and on market 
days. Indeed the English country fair of 
to-day would lose all its picturesqueness and 
most of its attractions for younger people 
were the petty Gypsy booths and Gypsy show- 
men withdrawn. 

About the middle of the century when the 
British rural police act, which was directed 
against Gypsies and all wandering folk of the 
Toad, came in force, we find Sorrow lament- 
ing that the ‘‘Gypsy had nowhere to 

Jay his head.’’ The oppressive meas- 
ure undoubtedly sent America 50,000 
English Gypsies within a period of ten years. 
Indeed it almost extirpated Gypsydom in 
Great Britain. But the coming Gypsy soon 
gawa way to mend his fortunes. He took 
out a license to become a traveling mer- 
chant. ‘‘Two and sixpence’’ gives him 
this right for one year. He could still remain 
Gypsy in every other particular. Insensibly 
and by degrees he actually became the fellow 
whose vocation he originally assumed in or- 
der to merely exist.

But they are doing something; a 
money; finding themselves possessed of 
herent industrial power; and their A 
tion and possession of means are making 
them a better race of men. 

In one of the large London Traveling 
Goods concerns previously referred to, the 
largest sharebolder is a Gypsy who is reputed 
tobe worth fully £8,000. I know of many 
shooting galleries in London conducted by 
Gypsies, They are not only successful with 
these, but, in associative form, justas they 
are beginning to own most of the money- 
making Punch and Judy shows of the 
metropolis, control many like privileges at 
noted places of holiday resort, near London, 
from which unusual profit is derived. One 
ofthe mostthriving vegetable boothmen of 
Covent Garden market isa Gypsy, whois 
in great favor with and is brought much 
trade by the countless costers of the neigh- 
Dorhood. 

Near the Royal Albert docks is a public 
house owned and conducted by a Gypsy, and 
this property is worth more than £72,000. 
Precisely as tn some of the leading American 
cities, where important horse sales stables 
are owned by Gypsies who are thought to be 
of another race, I found in London and its 
environs thirty-one similar establishments 
wholly controlled by Gypsies. They are cred- 
ited with an extraordinary amount of trade, 
not only in horses but in donkeys, Shetland 
and Oushendal ponies and goats. Oommis- 
sion dealings are unknown. Every trans- 
action is made for cash, and in two of these 
places the leasehold, fittings and stock of 
animals always on hand must require the 
possession of a capital of from $5,000 to $10, 000. 

An odd and profitable business in London is 
that of purveyor of carts and donkeys to the 
costermongers. There are thousands upon 
thousands of these costers in the metropolis. 
Many are notoriously improvident. To start 
in business requires a hand-barrow or caft, 
anda coster of recognized standing must 
possess both cart and donkey. There are 
many places where from fifty to 500 carts are 
hired out by the day, week or month, and 
where costers may purchase barrows, carts 
and donkeys on the partial payment plan. 
Those controlling this manner of business 
are said to secure a profit of 600 to 1,000 per 
cent. They are usually graduate costers; but 
three ot those engaged in the trale I know 
to be Gypsies, whoare becoming very rich. 
They are supposed to be retired costers, with 
whom London Gypsies have many points of 
common resémblance, character and inter- 
est. 

The most surprising discovery of this sort I 
ever made in London was in the acquaintance 
of a dramatic agent, near the corner of York 
and Waterloo roads, on the Surrey side, 
while making inquiries regarding the haunts 
and ways of London music hall performers, 
among the many agents of this vicinity. The 
man is one of the richest and most powerfal 
of this numerous tribe. Those who daily 
deal with him believe him to be a Hebrew; 
butI had indubitable evidence, aside trom 
his own admission, that this man, whom 
hundredg of the ‘‘prossers’’ fawned upon 
and feared for his favor and influence in 
**pooking’’ their London and provincial 
music hall engagements, was none other 
than one of the outcast Romanyrace. He 
had in former times been on the road“ 
with **vagrom’’ traveling shows, some of 
which he still controls, and had gradually 
and without attracting attention to his early 
Gypsy associations become a leading dra- 
maticagent in this famous Poverty Junc- 
tion’’ region. 

I know in Edinburgh, Glasgow, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Bristol, Plymouth and London, 
ofmany Gypsies who are chimney-sweeps 
and who, by hiring others and doing con- 
tract’’ work, have secured independence 
and comfort. At Brighton, Southport, 
Scarborough and other important Eng- 
lish seaside resorts are hundreds of donkeys 
upon which ‘‘outers’’ and all children are 
given bone- breaking rides along the beaches. 
Nearly all the owners of these are Gypsies, 
some of whom not oniy have respectable 
bank accounts but alsoown town properties. 
Inand about Nuneaton and Coventry are 
many Gypsy property owners. A few are 
farmers, but most own properties 
at the outskirts these cities, 
such as places for stabling, 
sales stables and old inns which still have 
attraction for the farmer, and make dicker. 
ing in horses and other live stock possible 
and profitable. Probably the richest of all 
British Gypsies, one Smith, lives at Nunea- 
ton. He owns nearly all the houses and 
land in one entire street; has money in con- 
siderable sums loaned to speculative travel- 
ing Gypsies, andis alsothe owner of bank 
stock and blocks of shares in the London & 
Northwestern Railway. Altogether his hold- 
ings are computed to exceed $250,000. 

On one occasion while visiting the old 
cathedral cjty of Gloucester, England, and 
wandering in St. Oatherine’s street where 
the Sunday School was first established by 
Robert Raikes, I came, at head of the street, 
to a little old inn much frequented by 
farmers. Ientered and sat down to rest. A 
half dozen country folk were just closing 
some sort of commercial transaction, and 
one ofthe men had counted out £300 in gold 
sovereigns. He tooka receipt and shortly 
left. Iasked the barmaid if that was not an 
odd place for so much money, and she replied 
that it was not, for ‘‘Oilcloth Dick’’ and 
such as he frequented the place; and ‘‘Gyp- 
sies seemed to have all the ready money 
in England these days.“ His van is just 
over there, she added, and it’s worth see- 
ing.“ Repatring to the lane indicated I 
found ‘*‘Ollcloth Dick,’’ his van and some 
half dozen Gypsy families. The latter had 
for years peddled ollcloth, which they secure 
from Yorkshire factories, throughout En- 
giand, Scotland and Wales. They are sev- 
eral hundred in number. Their vans are 
beautiful specimens of the wagonmaker’s 
art; and all these Gypsies are practically 
traveling merchants of large means and long 
established trade. 

In nocity inthe worldcan be found finer 
draught horses thanin Liverpool. The floats 
or four-wheeled trucks are called lorries, 
their drivers lorrymen, and the huge 
horses which, twoand three tandem, pull 
from four to six tons of cotton or iron over 
the streets with dignified ease are conse- 
quently lorry cattle. They are chiefly bred 
in Wales, Lancashire and Clydesdale, Scot- 
land, Having been much among these lorry- 
men and their ‘‘nippers’’ or apprentice 
helpers, I soon discovered tnat the trade in 
these valuable horses was not altogether 
confined to English horse-dealers. Two Gyp- 
sies purchase Scottish and Lancashire horses 
for the Liverpool, Birmingham anda 
Manchester markets, and one Gypsy 
is the largest trader from Wales. It is not 
seldom that these Romany horse-merchants 
have from £2,000 to £5,000 invested in single 
shipments, and, very different than with 
thelr Gorgio or Gentile brethren, ever 
penny of these amounts is their own and n 
borrowed money. These instances could be, 
from personal Knowledge, indefinitely mul- 
tiplied. There is but one conclusion from 
them. The Gypsy question’’ on this side 
of the ocean will soon cease to occupy the 
attention of even the missionaries; for the 
British Gypsy is becoming a British business 
man, even though as yet in a small way; and 
in canniness and thrift in trade and economy 
in living no human being can surpass this 
outcast Romany race.
